Senator John F. Dryden, president of the 
Prudential Life of New Jersey, also was a 
witness today. The details of the company’s 
relations with its subsidiary corporations in 
New Jersey were brought out, and Senator 
Dryden admitted that the Prudential con- 
tributed $26,000 te the republican national 
committee in the last three campaigns. 


Apologizes for Defiance. 

Mr. Ryan was the first witness called at 
the hearing. Near him sat his counsel, Paul 
D. Cravath. Former Judge Lovatt, Mr. Har- 
riman’s lawyer, also was present. 

‘* Mr. Ryan,” said Mr. Hughes, counsel for 
the committee, “‘at the hearing on Friday 
you testified that E. H. Harriman desired 
to share the purchase of the Equitable stock 
with you an4& that you refused. The ques- 
tion then was asked: ‘What did Mr. Har- 
riman say to you in connection with the mat- 
ter?’ That I now rapeat.”’ 

‘““Mr. Chairman,’’ repkied Mr. Ryan, “I 
trust the committee will understand my mo- 
tive in not answering the question when I 
was on the stand before. I did not wish the 
committee to understand that I meant any 
disrespect. I wish to preserve harmony. I 
Gi@ not wish to answer the question until 
I was eatisfied I was obliged to answer it. ri 

“TI think we understand that, Mr. Ryan,” 
interrupted Chairman Armstrong. 

“The district attorney,” continued the 
witness, “ has determined that I shall an- 
swer the question, and I shall give my best 
recollection of the conversation.’’ 

‘Yes, that is all we desire,””’ commented 


Chairman Armstrong. 
Demended That Ryan Divide. 


The question was read again, and Mr. 
Hughes added that he would be glad if Mr. 
Ryan weuld state fully what was said and 
done at the meetings between him and Mr. 
Harriman. s 

“Immediately after my purchase of the 
Equitable stock.” said the witness, “ Mr. 
Harriman called upon me and. had a con- 
versation. We had several conversations 
during the few days following the purchase. 
One of these was in the presence of my coun- 
sel, Mr. Root and Mr. Cravath. Some of 
the conversations were over the telephone. 

“Mr. Harriman, as nearly as I can re- 
member, said that as he had devoted a large 
amount of time and work to the Equitable 
situation I should not have come into the 
situation without consulting him. That ie, as 
I had bought Mr. Hyde's stock he demanded 
I should share—let him share—in the pur- 
chase amd have an equal voice in the man- 
agement. This I declined. 

* He also objected to the trustees and hav- 
ing the stock trusteed. He finally said if 
I would allow him to share in the purchase 
and in the management and would allow 
him to name two trustees, with Mr. Cleve- 
land, and former Judge O’Brien, and Mr. 
Westinghouse, that he would assent to my 
plan. He also said that he did not think 
I could carry out my plans without his aid. 


How Harriman Was Turned Down, 

“T replied that I had determined in the in- 
terests of the policy holders of the Equitable 
and in the public good to divest myself of all 
control of the Equitable; that while I much 
desired the coiperation of Mr. Harriman 
and ali other lage financial interests, as the 
task doubtless would be a hard one and I re- 
gretted to have his opposition, still I could 
not give up my intention to trustee that 
stock, as I had made up my mind to do as 
soon as I purchased it, and that whether I 
had his opposition or not I was going tocar- 
ry out that plan.’’ 

Mr. Ryan said that it was on Friday night, 
June 9, or early the next morning that the 
agreement in regard to the purchase was 
reached with Mr. Hyde, but that no papers 
had been signed. He thought that he had 
his first conversation with Mr. Harriman 
in regard to the stock on this same Friday. 
He didn’t tell Mr. Harriman, though, that 
he had bought the stock. 

Mr. Ryan said that he believed that Mr. 
Harriman at that time suspected that he 
was in the Equitable situation in some way 
or other. His conversation on that day was 
brief. The interview took place in Mr. Ryan’s 
office and, as far as appertaining to HEqui- 
table affairs, was of a general! nature. 


Magnate’s Persistence Futile. 

The next time Mr. Ryan saw Harriman was 
on the following Monday or Tuesday. That 
meeting also took place in Mr. Ryan’s office. 
Mr. Ryan could not say exactly whether this 
was the one at which Mr. Root and Mr. 
Cravath were present, but he thought it was. 

Mr. Harriman then made the demands set 
forth above. Mr. Ryan told him of his pur- 
pose to trustee the stock, but Mr. Harriman 
knew of it before that, for the fact had been 
printed in the newspapers on Saturday. 

Referring to Mr. Ryan’s statement that 
Mr. Harriman had said that he had devoted 
a large part of his time and efforts to the 
Equitable situation, Mr. Hughes wanted to 
know what Mr. Ryan understood by that. 
The witness said that Mr. Harriman was a 
member of the Frick committee and a di- 
rector of the company, and he said that he 
had spent this time in trying to straighten 
out the Equitable’s affairs. 


Gave No Reason for Anxiety. 

Q.—Did he tell you what he desired to accom- 
plish by being interested in the purchase of the 
stock? A.—No, sir. 

Q—Did he advance any reasons why you should 
allow him an interest in the purchase? A.—No 
further than I have stated, that I remember. 

Q.—You have said that he desired to participate 
in the management.

Mr. Hughes took up with Senator Dryden 
the pu —— of a large block of the Pruden- 
tial’s st by the Fidelity Trust company 
of Newark, in which the senator and other 
officers of the Prudential are interested. 

He eaid that for several years prior to 1908 
he had been apprehensive lest the stock of 
the Prudential should fall into the hands of 
dangerous and designing persons. Also some 
of the stockholders were demanding that 
they should be allowed increased dividends 
on the stock. It was in order to guard 
against both of these things that he got 
some of the stockholders in the company— 
enough to agree to sell their stock to the 
Fidelity Trust company, 

The trust company got only 19,008 shares 

of the Prudential’s stock. .ae majority 
would be 20,001 shares. The necessary eight 
shares were not acquired, because opposition 
on the part of the minority stock holders 
developed. The price was $600 a share. With 
the stock held by Senator Dryden and other 
officers of the. company individually the 
Fidelity Trust company is able to control 
the Prudential. 


Small Coterie Sole Arbiters. 

The Prudential, after the Fidelity Trust 
had acquired nearly a majority of the stock, 
found that it Was unable to invest sufficient 
money in the trust company’s securities to 
control that institution. Theineurance com- 
missioner in Massachusetts objected to the 
investment of such a large sum in the stock 
of any one inetitution, and this and litigation 
on the part of a minority of the stockholders 
blocked the scheme. 

The Prudential holds, however, $480,000 of 
the Fidelity Trust company's stock, and the 
officers of the Prudential company are large 
holders im the trust company, so that the 
Prudertial and its officers ar@able to control 
the situation. 

Mr. Dryden denied, however, that the con- 
trol of the Prudential’s stock resided abso- 
lutely in his family and the Ward family. 
He said that together they probably owned 
a third of the stock. Leglie D. Ward and 
Edgar B.. Ward, the two McCarters, Forrest 
F. Dryden, and Anthony R. Kuser, all di- 


| rectors of the Prudential, are members of 


the governing board of the Fidelity Trust. 

Senator Dryden testified that the Pruden- 
tial Life Insurance company held about 5 per 
cent of the underlying bonds of the Public 
Service corporation of New Jersey. This 
company’s bonds amount all told to about 
$124,000,000. Besides this its stock issues 
amount to about $100,000,000 more. It con- 
trols sixteen different corporations, includ- 
ing electric light, gas, and trolley companies. 
The Prudential has made a good many loans 
to the Public Service corporation, which the 
Dryden coterie also controls. 

The Prudential is a stockholder in the 
Union National bank to the extent of $450,000. 
The entire stock of the bank fs $1,000,000. 
The Prudential has carried a cash balanc3 
with the institution averaging $1,500,000, re- 
cetving interest at the rate of 2 per cent. 
The president of the bank is a director in the 
Fidelity Trust company. The two Wards, 
the two McCarters, a son of Dryden, anda 
son-in-law of Kuser are directors in the 
bank. 

Gave Republicans $26,000. 

Senator Dryden testified that the only con- 
tributions which the Prudential had made 
for political purposes was $6,000 to the re- 
publican national committee in 1896 and 
$10,000 to the same committee In 1900 and in 


1904, 
In 1899 the Prudential paid $5,000 to 
Senator Dryden 


‘** Judge "’ Andy Hamilton. 
said that so far as he knew the compahy 
never had spent a dollar illegitimately. He 
had heard a great deal about lobbyists and 
corruptionists, but he never had run across 
any of them in his experience. 

He admitted that the Prudential paid part 
of the expenses incurred by the Metropolitan 
Life in looking after legislation for the indus- 
trial companies. The Prudential paid two- 
fifths of the expenses, the Metropolitan twa- 
fifths, and the John Hancock one-fifth. 

He also admitted that in 1904 Thomas N. 
McCarter, then attorney general of the state 
of New Jersey, was pald $27,500 by the Pru- 
dential for legal services. Senator Dryden 
explained that under the laws of New Jersey 
a public official of that state is at liberty to 
engage in private business while holding 
office. 

The senator admitted also that he got come 
missions on a policy on his own life, one in 
the Prudential and one im the Provident Life 
and Savings. He said that it was a rule tn 
the Prudential that the officers and employés 
could accept commissions on policies taken 
out on their own lives. 

The hearing will be resumed tomorrow 
morning, with Senator Dryden on the stand.

_GUNBOAT WASP LIMPS INTO PORT; 


HOLD IS FLOODED. 


Little Man-of-War Kept Afloat Dur 
im@ Terrifie North Atlantic Storm 
Only by Heroic Labors of Green 
Crew, Who, Formed in Bucket 
Brigade, Bail Out Vessel for Thirty 
Continuous Hours—Ship Nearly 
Founders a Score of Times. 


Newport, R. I., Dec. 12.—[Special. }—-While 
the crew of the lightship on the Nantucket 
shoals was fighting against the water which 
rapidly was filling its vessel another crew 
on a government vessel was going through 
the same maneuvers, but it was more fortu- 
nate and managed to keep its vessel afloat 
until this afternoon late, when it came limp- 
ing into Newport harbor. 

This was the little gunboat Wasp, which 
left Newport on Saturday to go to the as- 
sistance of the brig Harry Smith, reported in 
distress at Vinyard sound. Since leaving 
Newport on Saturday nothing had been 
heard from the Wasp. 

This afternoon it was reported that the 
Wasp was lost with all on board, and when it 
appeared in the offing a sigh of relief was 
heard in naval circles. 

After being sighted it made but slow prog- 
ress. It had the fore and aft sails set and 
was just creeping through the water, making 
but two knots an hour, its machinery being 
crippled by the water. 


Fight Water Thirty Hours. 

The gunboat was commanded by Chief 
Boatswain Hugh Sweeney, with Boatswain 
B. H. Shepley as assistant. They had as 
crew mostly green apprentice boys. For 
thirty hours these boys, as well as others 
of the crew who could be spared, formed 
a bucket brigade and passed water from 
the hold of the engine room of the vessel 
to keep it from sinking, the pumps having 
gone to the bad. 

The Wasp left Newport on Saturday under 
one boiler, and at 6 o’clock Saturday night 
was. off No Man’s Land. The wind then 
was blowing at the rate of sixty miles an 
hour and the commanding officer decided it 
would be necessary to heave the vessel! to. 


which was done. Even then it was washed | 


by many seas. 

At 1:30 Sunday the vessel sprung a leak in 
the stern and was laboring heavily. The 
water began to rise so fast that the bilge 
pumps were started, but they did not work 
satisfactorily and soon there was three feet 
im the vessel and the lower fires under the 
boilers were extinguished. 

Battle for Life in Dark. 


This crippled the eleotric lighting plant, 
and all the lights went out and oll had to 
be resorted to. Matters assumed a serious 
aspect, and Chief Boatswain Sweeney di- 
rected that a bucket brigade be formed to 
“save the ship.” <All the mem who could 
leave their stations formed a line from the 
sides of the vessel to the hold and the water 
bailed out wes dumped over the side, but not 
go fast as it made its way into the ship. 

Rockets also were sent up all night Sunday, 
but were not answered. The bucket brigade 


managed to keep the water from reaching, 


the upper fires. 

During this work Hospital Steward Charles 
White fell and broke a rib, but stuck to his 
post, although suffering great pain. 

Waves Wash Over Ship. 

The sea was then running high and many 
waves came on board and added to the water 
which was pouring in through the leak. 
Several seas smashed in doors and fixturce 
about the deck of the vessel. It looked 
serious, but the chief boatswain, Sweeney, 
cheered hie men and remained on watch on 
the bridge throughout the storm.

Commission Finds Conditions 
for Which Prompt Reme- 
dies Are Needed. ; 


DOCK LINES ILL DEFINED. 


Control of Lake Shore by the City 
Instead of State Is Ree- 
ommended. 


The commission which has been making an 
examination of the river and the city’s rights 


It consists of a scathing criticism of con- 
/.. ditions as they now exist, and for a long 
; time have existed, and two important recom- 
mendations. 

One recommendation is that the city’s meth- 
ods of caring for its river and harbor in- 
terests be reformed and as a means to this 
the sugg¢stion is made that all bridgetender: 
be brought under civil service control. | 

The other is that the divided responsibility 
over the lake front be done away with by 
having the state abdicate its rights to the: 


city. 
Harbor in Bad Condition. 

The commission is composed of Hoyt King, 
attorney; Frederick Greely, surveyor; and 
Commissioners William A. Kent, W. D. Ker- 
foot, John F.. Hollan, W. G. Waller, and Sig- 
mund Zeisler. The faults it has to find with 
conditions as they exist are: 

“1. We find that the city in the matter of 
its harbor has been guilty of continued 
laches from the acceptance of the charter 
to the present time. 

"2. The harbor division has been and is 
in nearly all tts functions, muddled, ineffi- 
cient, and wasteful. | 

**3. There have been deliberate illegal en- 
croachments on the lake shore which it has 
been the duty of the harbor division to pre- 
yent, and there have been other encroach- 
tents on the lake which, though illegal, as 
determined by recent decisions, were not, 

when made, chargeable to a culpable intent, 
’ the law being indefinite.

BOINED BY LOAN SHARES 


William J. Smith, for Twelve Years 
Confidential Clerk for the Robert 
Stevenson Company, Arrested for 
Forgery — Admits Taking Almost 
$3,000 of Firm’s Money in the Last 
Year in Order to Satisfy the De- 
mands of Rapacious Creditors. 


William J. Smith, for twelve years confi- 
dential bookkeeper for the Robert Stevenson 
Drug company, was arrested yesterday for 
forgery. 

Although he had taken almost $3,000 from 
the funds of the company in lese than a 
year, little or none of it was spent on him- 
eelf, as wae evinced by his appearance when 
arrested. His clothing was old and worn 
and his overcoat was not warm enough to 
protect him from the weather. 

“The money all went to the loan sharks,” 
he said. “They kept threatening to garnishee 
my wages, and I knew if that happened I 
would lose my job and be able to do nothing 
for the children.” 

Smith lived with his wife and two children 
in a cottage at 60388 Adams avenue. When 
he learned last Friday that his books were 
to be examined by an expert accountant he 
left the store and wandered about the streets 
until he wae arrested, fearing to go home 
or send word to his wife. 

‘* My first false step was taken about three 
years ago, when a friend of mine invented 
a candy slot machine,” Smith said. “I bor- 
rowed $200 from the money lenders and 
signed a note for $350, which he borrowed 
to put’ the machine on the market. Wel, 
it felh through. I lost my $200, my friend 
disappeared, and I was at the mercy of the 
money lenders. All the money I took was 
paid to them. I didn’t get any of it, neither 
did my wife and.children.”’ 

George E. Krolage, who worked for the 
same concern, was sentenced to a term at 
Joliet for a simflar offense a week ago. He 
also had borrowed money from the money 
lenders. 

“IT shall make a clean breast of it and I 
suppose I'll get what Krolege did,” said 
Smith. “I guess I can do my family as 
much good while in the penitentiary as I 
have in the last year.”

- OF GAS CAPITAL. 


Prior to 1897 Bought Up 
by the “Trast.”” 
Old time gossip was turned into verified his- 


tory yesterday when the People's Gas com- 
pany gave the items of its capitalization to 


the council committee on gas, oil, and electric | 


lights, now investigating the question of a 
just rate for gas in Chicago. 

It had been common knowledge in Chicago 
for years hefore the “frontage act " of 1897 , 
stopped the practice, that as fast as the city 
council of Chicago granted franchises to gas 
companies, which were to “ cut gas rates by 
competition,”. they were bought up by the 
existing companies, and the amount of their 
outstanding bonds, most of which previously 
had no market, went to swell the cap! 
tion of the companies actually operating. But 
exactly how much money was spent for this 
nobody knew. ‘Yeaterday the. figures came 
out. 

Before the frontage and consolidation acts 
of 1807 there were practically three compa- 
nies supplying illuminating gas in Chicago. 
They were the Chicago Gas and Coke com- 
pany, on the north and south sides; the Peo- 
ple’s company on the west, and the Con- 
Sumers’ in Hyde Park and Lake. Besides 
there was the Economic, which supplied nat- 
ural gas for fuel. 


“Gas Trust’’ Protected Itself. 


These companies comprised what was then 
known as the “ gas trust,” which protected 
itself as best it could by buying up the fran- 
chiees of nominally competing companies as 
fast as the council granted them. How much’ 
it paid for them is not known. 

James F. Meagher, for the People's com- 
pany, submitted to the committee figures 
showing the capitalization of the company 
to be $68,005,100, practically all of it, so 
far as bonds are concerned, dating back of 
the consolidation in 1897.

Proceedings under the Elkins law involve 
all sorts of Injunctions and collateral issues, 
and the results in any event scarcely could 
be more serious than a fine levied against 
@ corporation, and not, as a rule, against 
its officers, although they might be the men 
to commit offense. 

Under the new order of things all this will 
be changed. If the general manager of a 
railroad or the general freight agent or a 
local agent or anybody else agrees with any 
particular shipper to give him a rebate this 
act of two men without regard to the cor- 
poration at all clearly constitutes a con- 
spiracy. 

Under this conspiracy section, which is 
peculiar in many respects, it is necessary 
to establish, first, the existence of a con- 
epiracy between two or more persons, and 
then, the giving or receiving of an actual re- 
bate by either the shipper or railroad man. 
It is not necessary to show an offense by both. 
The punishment may be a fine of $10,000, but 
it also may be imprisonment at hard labor 
for a term of two years. 


Pushing Jail Sentences a Duty. 

No railroad man ever has been sent to jail | 
for committing any act whatever against the 
interests of the people. By the instructions 
of the attorney general it becomes the duty 
of district attorneys to appeal to grand juries 
whenever they have any case at all and to 
return an indictment for conspiracy under 
the general statute. 

In that case, when proof of conspiracy is

MR. FACING-BOTH-WAYS8. 

The city of Chicago bas ten republican 
representatives in congress. One of them 
is a member of the committee on rivers and 
barbors and another is a wember of the 
committee on appropriations. Chicago was 
never in as good a position as it is today to 


0 bring about the improvement of the river. 


If, however, that Question is subordinated 
to one of settling the traction question it 
is evident that the matter may be postponed 
indefinitely. 

Publie opinion in Chicago was clamorous 
for congressional legislation for the lower- 
ing of the tunnels. The legislation having 
been obtained some of those wh6 advocated 
it now wish congress to reverse itself and de- 
clare that congress was right in delaying 
action so long as it did, and that the press 
and the commercial bodies of Chicago were 
wrong when they asked for activa. With 
what grace will the Chicago representatives 
who voted against and defeated the amend- 
ment to postpone the subject of tunnel low- 
ering admit now that they were wrong and 
their opponents were right? 

When the tunne! lowering act was taken 
np in the house in April of last year Mr. 
Mann had charge of it. Thanks to his per- 
sistence and ingenuity it was passed with- 
out amendment. He embodied in his re 
marks in support of the bil) indorsements 
of it by the Chicago press. Following are 
brief excerpts from some of the editorials: 

The Recqrd-Herald, March 13, 1904.—The Mann 
vill is Compulsery. but reasonably so. Tt fs 
most desirable that this bil) should be passed, be- 
cause it ts distinctly tn the int. rest of the port of 
Chicago, and the people of Chicago, amounting as 
it does to an Insurance against hurtful temporizing.

The News, March 9, 1904.—It ts pathetic that th 
city needs the netional government to penalize it 
heavily to compe) uM to remove the river obstruc- 
tions, which are destroying {ts luke commerce, 

The spur is needed. The Mann bill ought to pass. 

The News, March 25, 1904.—Chicago, out of re- 
gard for its own interests, Is bound to desire this 
i-gisiation. The people wil) welcome the 
intelligence that the strong hand of the government 
has intervened to force such action. 

The Inter Ocean. March 25, 1004.—Do the citi- 
zens of Chicago really desire that the tunnels sha!) 
be lowered or removed so that the commerce of the 
Chicago river may be restored? If they do they 
will take the trouble to urge upon congress the 
necessity of passing the Mann bill. 

The Chronicle, March 25, 1904.—The second city 
in the country has seen the shipping withdrawing 
from its harbor and seeking other port# for the last 
ten years on account vf obstructions in its river 
channel, and has never had the enterprise and 
public spirit to remove them... At last it has ap- 
pealed to congress against itself to compe! It to do 
the things which it has not vitality enough to do 
without coercion. 

Congress will be amply justified if, ob- 
serving what is said on the subject now, it 
shall come to the conclusion that Chicago 
does not know what it wants. 
never Wants anything long ata time. One 
day it wishes the obstructions tu navigation 
in the river removed. The next day it wishes 
to obstruct navigation in the river in order 
to bring about an ideal settlement with a 
traction company. 

It almost seems as if the people of Chi- 
cago had gone traction -mad—as if every- 


may be used for or against the traction 
companies. The avenue of commerce which 
is offered in the river and harbor of Chi- 
cago should not be subject to any question 
that may arise in connection with the tranus-

The two questions—navigation and trac-

BLOWS HOT, BLOWS COLD. 

If the sevretary of war shall be requested 
by the city to suspend his tunnel lowesing 
order he may be moved to reflect on Chicago 
fickleness. He will find it impossible to 
reconcile the request with the assurances 
and promises.of the representatives of the 
municipality a year and a half ago.

The corporation 
counsel said “ his hopor the mayor desires 
the obstruction to commerce in the Chicago 
river removed at the earliest possible day, 
and I am directed not to ask for any delay in 
the enforcement of the act of congress con- 
cerning the tunnels.” 

Ald. Foreman of the loca! transportation 
committee also appeared. He said “ the 
city of Chicago is anxious to clear the river 
of obstructions. It is our, intention to pass 
the appropriation bill not later than the first 
week in January (1905) so that the work on 
these tunnels may be entered into at once, | 
am perfectly willing, so far as representing 
the committee, to say that the work can be 
begun immediately after the passage of this 
appropriation bill.

THE NOBEL PRIZE AND CONGRESS. 
Four of the five Nobel prizes this yeat 
have been awarded to Germaua, and one to 
a Pole. This is the fifth year that the prizes 
have been awarded, but owing to the 
division of the prizes on some occasions a 
total aumber of thirty individ s and one 
society have been thus honored, Wight in 
all have been Germans, five French, fow 
English, three Swiss, three Dutch, and one 
each Russian, Swedish, Norwegian, Vanish, 
Spanish, and Polish. It is a remarkable 
thing that not one of the prizes has ye 
been awarded to an American. 
" The founder of the prizes intended that 
uvpe of $40,000 should be awarded each year 
to the individual who, during the previous 
year, had made the greatest contribution 
to physics, chemistry, medicine, idealisti 
literature, or the cause of peace. Nomina. 
tions must be made by universities or othe: 
learned bodies by Feb. 1 following the yea: 
for which the prize is awarded, and the de 
cision is announced on Dec. 10, the anniver 
sary of Mr. Nobel's death, The bodies 
which make the awards, four of them Swed. 
ish, and the other the Norwegian parlia. 
ment, have departed from the terms of the 
will in three respects: They pay no atten 
tion to the year in which the achievement 
takes place for which the prize is given, they 
do ovt confine the literature prize to idea! 
istic literature, and they award prizes to 
societies as well as to individuals. With 
this broadening of the field it is al] the more 
remarkable that no American has been 
named. 

it appears likely on comparing the list 
of names of winners with the American 
names that naturally occur to one fp this 
connection that the difficulty lies with the 
American nominators. It must be under 
stood that no person may nominate him 
self, and no nominations from the genera! 
public are received. In the case of the 
scientific prizes the nominations must be 
made by certain authorized men of promi 
nence, in the case of literature both individ. 
uals and societies have been intrusted wit): 
the duty of presenting names, and in the 
consideration of names of promoters of 
peace the nomination must be made by a 
legislative body. 

There is a clear duty before some Amer- 
ican legislative, literary, or scientific body. 
Whatever reason therd may be to ac 
cept a lower rank fm science or literature, it 
cannot be admitted that a citizen of any 
other country has done more for the world's 
peace during the last year than the presi 
dent of the United States. It would be 
culpable negligence if, through failure of 
American associations to present President 
Roosevelt’s name to the Norwegian parlia- 
ment before Feb. 1, another should pass 
without an American name apon the rol 
of honor. If the failure to present names in 
acience and literature results in personal 
disappointment the possible candidates may 
themselves be partly to blame for not re- 
minding the neminators of their duties, but 
in this case it would bea national mistake 
tw let the prize go br defautt. 


CIVIL SERVICE FOR BRIDGETENDERS. 

Why has the counci) finance committee 
continued, year after sear, to wink at the 
waste of city money for political bridge 
tenders? Why has it left to the Citizens 


waste? 
sented the facts four years ago, did the con- 
mittee still ignore them, so that the associa- 


| tion must agaiu publish the case, as it hax 
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just done? 

In December, 1901, the Citizens’ associa- 
tion, after: a careful) investigation, showed 
that in many cases “ saloonkeepers and poli: 
ticians are carried on the pay roll as bridge- 
tenders, who employ substitutes to do thei: 
work and make a large protit.” ~It showed, 
too, that in other cases bridgetenders “ re- 
ceive for their own services twice what the) 
pry for similar services to assistants, and 
still others are paid to turn bridges that have 
been out of use for years and nailed up.” 

The association estimated accordingly 
that “at least $25,000 a sear can be easily 
saved by cutting owt the dead wood on thi-x 
pay roll and paying fair compensation to 
men who actually perform the labor where 
bridges actually require attention.” The 
association accordingly recunsamevded that 
all bridgetenders be placed under civil serv- 
ice rules, 

In the next appropriation bill following 
this exposé the finance committee made a 
10 per cent horizontal reduction, amounting 
to $7,772, in the appropriation for bridge- 
tenders, but did nothing more. The vicious 
system was left intuct. The Citizens’ asso- 
ciation now finds that all the abuses of that 
syste still endure, save that the waste of 
public funds is $20,000 per year instead of 
$25,000. kt accordingly renews te i -com- 
menduation that bridgetenders be pluccd un- 
der civil service rules. 

On Monday night Ald. Foreman Iintro- 
duced into the council an ordinance intended 
to accomplish this recommendation. If the 
ordinance is properly conceived for the pur- 
pose in question it ought to be adopted. 
Moreover, the likelihood of its adoption is 
good. This new investigation by the asso- 
ciation was made at the request of a member 
of the recently appointed river and harbor 
commission, composed of citizens, and it is 
understood that the commission favors the 
idea of placing the bridgetenders under the 
civil service system. It is also rumored 
that the plan is favored from the side of 
the city administration. As for the council, 
it will scarcely be able, even were it dis- 
posed so to do, to obstruct this plan. The 
desired change should therefore be regarded 
as probable. When it is accomplished, not 
only’ will the valuable bridge properties of 
the city be in better hands than at present 
but a long standing remnant of rotten poli- 
tics will at last have been cleared away.

famous soldiers, whose names they bear— 


mames that are blessed on meny a stormy 
night by sallore at sea, and by their anxious 
relatives on land. 

One of the mogt notable of theee light- 
houses is that at Penmarch, on the coast of 
Finisterre, and which’ is known as the Bck- 
muhi lighthoute. [t owes its existence to 
the enlightened generosity of the late Mar- 
quise de Blocqueville, who at her death be- 
queathed to the French government a sum 
of $80.000 for the construction of the light- 
house, 

She was the only daughter and heiress of 
one of the first Napoleon's finest generals, 
Marshal Davoust, prince of Eckmuhl and 
duke of Auerstadt. She believed that there 
could be no better monument to her illustri- 
ous father than one which would save the 
lives of sallors at sea The lighthruse hae 
an electric beacon, projecting ray¥ over the 
sea to a distance of sixty miles, and Hke- 
wise contains a powerful foghorn, worked 
by compressed alr.

Stanford and California Tuiversity Au- 
thorities Sever Connections with 
Football Governing Body.

Meeting to Be Called Next Term 
to Discuss Question; Camp 
Explains His Position. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 12.—[Gpecial.]— 
Enemies of football ip the Yale faculty have 
decided that the present is the moment to 
strike to win their point. Some of them have 
demanded -that the intercollegiate football 
contests be abolished. Others want only 
interclase matches. Another set woui. abol- 
ish the entrance fee, abandon secret practice, 
and cut down the number of coaches to one 
ortwo. ‘Thie portion has secured the promise 
of a faculty meéting next term to discuss the 
questions. 

Walter Camp today came out strongly for 
two changes in the playing rules. The first 
was the adoption of the ten yard gain on 
four downs clause, and the second was a@ 
clause compelling all tackling above the knee 
under heavy penalty. Mr. Camp said: *‘ The 
first rule will, we think, open the game and 
make it more interesting. Many accidents 
arise from tackling below the knee and this 
should be prevented.” 

Capt. .Sammy Morse said today: “OT 
course I hope the rules committee will not 
destroy the main features of the game, and 
I have no idea they will. It seems to me that 
putting the backs several yards behind the 
line on the defense would tend to more in- 
juries of the backs than the present system.” 

Capt. Tom Shevlin said: ‘I take it for 
granted that the ten yard rule on four downs 
will be adopted. That will give plenty of 
kicking, and that is when accidents arise. 
Unless some safeguards are established, the

College Authorities Legislate Against 
Gridiron—Galesburg Board of Edu- 
cation Forbids Games 


Galesburg, Ill., Dec. 12.—[{Special.]—Dr. Fisher, 
president of Lombard college, announced today 
that the trustees had decided to abolish football 
next year and said: 
sports is receiving altogether a disproportionate 
and absurd amount of attention and scholarship 
and culture are falling from our thoughts. The. 
colleges have gone football mad. We want an 
atmosphere of earnest study and physical culture 
fitted to eaph.’’ The Galesburg board of ¢dyca- 
tion also abolished football today, although the 
high school eleven had elected next year’s cap- 
tain. This action was based on injuries to players. 


Barred from St. Louis Schools. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 12.—A resolution absolutely 
prohibiting the playing of rugby football by stu- 
dents of the public schools, including high schools, 
was introduced tonight at the meeting of the 
board of education. The resolution was referred 
to a committee after a majority of the members 
of the board had spoke in favor of it.
